Gentlemen

Te dam being constructed across the Coloracdo River,above the City of Austin,
for the City by the City Water Power Company,according to contraet, 1s to compossd of
in the upper portion of the same; these gatesara to be Courteen feet in heightand eighpeen
and & half feet in widthon the new portlion of the damn. They are to hung hetween rainfofrced
concrete piers’ swinging near their centers ,and so adjusted thet they will open and cluse
automatically by the rise and fall of the lake to be formed above the dam; the ohject
to pass all excessive flocd water and driftthrough these gates and not over them.

When open thd top pf the pates turn dovn stroeam cnd the bottom up stream.

To work autometically they must move omslly ,or they will not open and close at Qhe
time. As the pgates ara to extend the whole lenghh of the dam ( about 1,200 feet )
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‘ari tho pressure of wator at an olevation of 14 feet 1z considerable,it would

appear that the gaten aro likely to loak more orlons, and the wante of water
may he as much as the flow of the river at low water.This 1o surmise,and this

conclusion is arrived at knowing the diffilculty of'kueping no many gates in ordeyp
they being ocomposed of wood ,steel and concrete, ’ '

provides that the leko may be drawn down 18 feet for power purposes; when drawnsc
dovn 1t is feared thie woodon gates may be warped by the weather,rendexring them
not water tight.

The reinforcecd conorete pilers te vhich hhe gates are to he attached extend
above the gates about seven feet, anda rosd or walk is to he conatructed on top

el thoae'piersncroaa the dam ; the rosd or walk to be about the elevation of the

headgate masonzy.
The country for miles above Austin 18 mostly mountainous ard timbored .
When there is & large rise in the river much driftwood is washed down the rpiver

from the oreeks and ravines,
In case there sheuld he & ripe in the river when the water i1s low in che
lake the probabillity is that the drift would plle up against the dem ,and when

the lake rose as high as the top of the dmm the drift would be lodgzed against the

gates preventing their opening,and then the.flood would neccessarily be compell.ed
to pass over the gates. Whether the flood and drift conld pass between the top

of the gates and walk above dam would depend on the amount of water and drift.

The gates are large but swinging near their centers divides the apaca

It is presumed the gates open only sufficiently to pass the-flood water,

In an ordinary rise of the river the gates would openod only a small space and
net wlde enough to pass osmell drift which be stoppecd and accﬁmulnte aggaint the

It is not pomsible Lor the large amount of drift consisting of hrush, |
timber and trees that comes dpwn the river in high water to pe ss through the
gates. Trees CANNOT paaa.thfough yand brush and timber will acoumulateand pille

up againat the dam .

.?tha gates ) the ends may strike the pilers or orciez of gates, turn about and lie

across the openings and thus form a harrier apgeinat which drift will accumulate.
